Mr. and Mrs. D. Gentile old- 
time residents of Coleman 
left this week to reside in Cal¬ 
gary. Mr. Gentile came to Cole¬ 
man in 1910 from Rome, Italy, 
where he was born in 1877, 
and has only recently cele¬ 
brated his 78th birthday. His 
wife followed him to Coleman 
just before the outbreak of the 
First World War. For the year 
of his residence in Coleman 
he worked in the mines, and 
from there he started up a 
shoe store and repair shop 
which he continued to oper- 
until the big fire in 1948 which 
destroyed his store. 

Mr. Gentile in his many 
years of business remembers 
the tough times experienced 
during the First Great War 
and the terrible thirties when 
jobs could not be had for love 
or money, but those experi¬ 
ences have not shaken his 
confidence in the future of 
Canada or Coleman and he 
still believes that the coal 
miniug industry will come 
back, maybe not so great as 
it was in the past, as he has 
seen and heard so many dire 
predictions regarding the fu¬ 
ture of coal and it still con¬ 
tinues to operate. His love 
for Coleman and its people is 
really something wonderful, 
and as Mr. Gentile stated, I 
will never forget this town, I 
thought that I would be able 
to live out my days here, but 
will miss it terribly and all 
the good friends that I have 
known for so long, I will come 
back and visit often. If it was 
not a question of my wife's 
health we would never leave. 
Only two and a half years ago 
we celebrated our Golden 
wedding anniversary. 

Mr. Gentile has raised two 
sons and two daughters. Bru¬ 
no of Coleman, Angelo of 
Cranbrook, Mrs. Marguerite 
LaForte of Calgary and Mrs. 
D. Montalbetti Sof Banff. Mr. 
Gentile has been a member of 
the Italian Lodge of Coleman 
for many years.

BLAIRMORE - A forest fire 
which raged out of control for 
nearly 12 hours on the wooded 
slopes of Goat Mountain here was 
being held in check Saturday 
morning,by weary firefighters. 

The flames broke out late Fri¬ 
day afternoon at tile Blairmore 
cemetery on the north side of the 
town and within a few hours were 
racing up the slopes of the moun¬ 
tain. 

At about 1 a.m. the fire was 
brought under control and the 
most dangerous part of the blaze 
was isolated. Late Saturday morn¬ 
ing the mountainside was still 
smouldering, and a dense cloud 
of smoke hung over the town. 

Officials did not think there 
was much chance of the fire 
breaking out again and spreading 
over the summit of the small 
mountain, but fire-fighting crews 
were being kept on the job until 
remaining pockets of flames were 
completely extinguished. 

Town employees burning brush 
near the cemetery were believed 
to have sparked off the fire. 

Flames first spread to the 
grassy area around the base of 
the mountain and then began 
their 1,000 foot climb. 

Alert Residents 

Although there was little chance 
of the fire endangering any in¬ 
habited areas, nearby residents 
were alerted^for possible evacua- 


up to fire-fighters. 

Shortly afte rthe fire started, 
RCMP officers scoured Blairmore, 
Bellevue, Hillcrest and Coleman, 
rounding up available men to bat- 
tle the flames. 

By Saturday morning only about 
30 men remained on the job, al¬ 
though it was expected the crew 
would be doubled later in the day. 

Gordon Lind, chief forest ran- 
gerrin the area, said a special 
footman fire fighting crew from 
the nearby Bow Forest Reserve 
had been brought in to battle the 
flames. 

A Caterpillar tractor had man¬ 
aged to climb to the first ridge 
of the mountain and was clearing 
a fire guard there. Two way radio 
contact was being kept between 
the tractor and crews at the base 
of the mountain. 

A misty rainfall for two hours 
early Saturday helped keep the 
flames in check and by late morn¬ 
ing only a few spot fires were 
still burning in one small area. 

The latest reports on the 
forest fire on Goat Mountain 
in Blairmore is that it is un¬ 
der control, but still requires 
approximately 150 men to 
guard against a further out¬ 
break. The terrain makes it 
very difficult to completely 
extinguish due to the extreme 
dry undergrowth and pine 
needles which will smolder for 
days. The West Canadian 
Mine has been idle for two 
days so as the men may help 
in controlling the fire. Men are 
being recruited from all of the 
Pass towns to assist the For¬ 
estry Board. The fire has ex¬ 
tended to the east side of the 
mountain but if wind does not 
come too strong to fan it, it is 
hoped to have it extinguished 
in a few days. Rain would be 
of the greatest help at this 
time as the forests are tinder 
dry. All persons are asked to 
be very careful! with fires at 
this time.

Check Rock 
Formations in 
Pass Area 


BLAIRMORE — An Alberta Re¬ 
search Council Geological surrey 
this week completed a check of 
rock formations in the Crows Nest 
area. 

The team from Edmonton, - 
which is one of five presently 
working in the province, had 
spent the last three weeks study¬ 
ing the Blairmore rock forma¬ 
tion. The studies were an effort to 
determine age and other factors 
of the formation in the area. 

During their work they gath¬ 
ered data which they hope may 
aid future development and ex¬ 
ploration here. Their work was 
confined to the area around the 
Beaver Mines near Blairmore and 
along the Carbondale river. 

When they left they took with 
them a number of samples of the 
formation as well as fossils which 
will be turned over to experts who 
will try to determine the age of 
the rocks. 

Members of the team explained 
that the formation is not restrict¬ 
ed to the Blairmore area, but is 
commonly found in other parts of 
the Rocky Mountains and the 
foothills.

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Antibiotics investigations 
into stem rust control 

Diligent and never ending research to control the Ravages of 
lust has revealed that on a purely experimental basis control of 
stem rust of wheat by the use of antibiotics appears possible. Reports 
from the Botany and Plant Pathology Laboratory, Science Service, 
Canada department of Agriculture in Ottawa indicate that this is not 
regarded by the scientist as having any commercial application at 
present. 

Out of several antibiotics tested under greenhouse conditions, 
Acti-dione showed promises so was selected for field trials. This “anti¬ 
biotic appeared to have possibilities under both conditions, however 
all concentrations were purely, experimental, and the quantity and 
strength of the spray, applied may have been considerably more 
than was. necessary. 

Yie’lds of sprayed plots were consistently greater than those of 
unsprayed plots. Germination tests of seed from plants sprayed with 
Acti-dione showed oyer a 90 percent sprouting in all cases. 


Vitamin O in Potatoes—Variation in the vitamin C content in 
different varieties of potatoes was found by the By-products Labora¬ 
tory on the Canada department of Agriculture Experimental Station 
at Kentville, N.S. The varieties Menominee and Canso were found 
to have 13.2 and 11.6 mgs. respectively of vitamin C per 100 grams 
of fresh weight. This was nearly twice the amount found in G 
Mountain, Irish Cobbler and Epicure varieties, which had 6.9, 6.3 
mgs. respectively. , ' ' 


Too Many Chromosomes—"Heirloom" a gladiolus variety result¬ 
ing from a cross between the varieties “Astrid” and “Elizabeth the 
Queen", has been reported as completely ineffective for further breed¬ 
ing work. Chromosome counts made by the Horticulture Division, 
Department of Agriculture, Ottawa, on root tips of each of the above 
varieties have shown that in both Astrid. and Elizabeth. the Queen 
the normal number of chromosomes is 60, whereas 62 chromosomes 
were found in Heirloom. This condition explains the failure of Heir¬ 
loom in crossbreeding.

Proper hitting for more power 


One of the most common faults 
and one which causes, poor hitting 
with little power is shifting the 
body weight too late. Thus, the 
batter* is not getting the most out 
of his hits. In other words, what 
might have been a homer or hit 
for extra bases turns into a fly-out 
a Single. 

When you start your swing, 

your weight should be on your 
rear foot. Then, as the bat comes 
through at the ball, the weight 
goes forward on to the forward 
foot. If you shift your weight 

late you will also very likely pull 
away as you swing—which is one 
sure way to ruin'"your batting 

average. So, check your batting 

form now and see to it that 
your weight goes forward as your 
bat comes through. Don’t leave 
that weight on the rear foot until 
the ball has been hit. 

If you are shifting your weight 
forward properly as you swing you] 
will be able to notice the follow¬ 
ing on completion of your swing- 
have a pal or your dad check this 
—your rear leg will have straight¬ 
ened out at a forward angle and 
your front leg will be well bent 
at the knee. The toes of your rear 


foot will be the only part of it 
touching the ground but your 
front foot will be flat on the 
ground with all your body weight 
it. Your upper body will be 
directly Over your forward leg. 

The above is the secret of hard 
dnd long hitting.

VERNON, B.C. — It’s a never- 
ending battle, but Royal Canadian 
Army Service Corps men and ci¬ 
vilian cooks are managing to keep 
abreast with requirements of more 
than 600 teen-age appetites at the 
big Army Cadet camp here. 

Cadets will eat vast quantities 
of /food during the seven-week 
camp including: 45,000 quarts of 
milk; 29,000 pounds of bread; 45,- 
000 pounds of meat including 22,- 
000 weiners for hot dogs; 8,000 
pounds of butter and more than 
120,000 eggs; more than 100,000 
pounds of vegetables ; 1,000 pounds 
of jam; 1,300 pounds of peanut 
butter; 800 pounds of oatmeal; 
and 800 pounds of cocoa. 

Their diet is specially designed 
for growing youngsters. For in¬ 
stance they get 40 ounces of fresh 
milk daily instead of the 25 ounces 
supplied to soldiers, but they drink 
less tea and coffee. 

In charge of messing and cater¬ 
ing for the camp is Capt. K. J. 
McLean, Vancouver, who reported 
an average increase in weight of 
four pounds at last year’s camp. 
He said he hoped this figure could 
be boosted this year. 

Capt. McLean, assisted by WO 
2 John Martin, Vancouver, also

Unemployment 

Questions-Answers 

Q. I want to apply for unem¬ 
ployment Insurance, but I am re¬ 
ceiving a small pension. Does this 
disqualify me? 

A. No. 

Q. After I applied for benefit, 
the National Employment Service 
got a job for me. Do I have to take 
it, or may I draw benefit until my 
contributions are exhausted? 

A. If you refuse suitable em¬ 
ployment you may be cut off ben¬ 
efit. It must be remembered that 
benefit is paid only if suitable 
work cannot be got. 

Q. Is an employer required to 
hand over his insurance book 
when a worker says he is quit¬ 
ting? 

A. An employer must deliver a 
worker’s insurance book to him 
when he leaves. 

J. ''Ls there any age limit for 
insurable employment? 

A. No. 

Q. Will the Employment Service 
help me to get a better job? I am 
already employed, but my job is 
not satisfactory. 

A. Yes. You may register at a 
local office for other employment 
even if you have a job at present. 

Q. How does a man with only 
one arm go about getting a job? 
Can the National Employment 
"Service help me? 

A. The National Employment 
Service will try to help you. There 
is a special section of each local 
office that concerns itself specif¬ 
ically with aiding persons, who are 
disabled, to get employment. 

Q. I have been paying into the 
unemployment insurance fund and 
I left my job recently. Now they 
say I can’t draw benefit because 
I left volutarily. Is that right? 

A. Benefit is postponed for a 
period up to six weeks if the 
claimant left his job voluntarily 
without just cause. 

Q. I would like to change jobs. 
If I apply at the employment of¬ 
fice, would they help me find em¬ 
ployment outside or would they 
take into account that I already 
have a job about twelve months 
a year? Further, would they tell 
my employer about this? 

A. See answer number five 
above. The local office will not in¬ 
form your present employer.
